Mail Bidding At Auction 

Mail bidding at auction is both fun and easy and only requires a few simple steps. 

1. Look through the catalog, and determine the lots in which you have an interest. 

2. Research the market value of these lots by checking price lists and other price guidelines. 

3. Fill out your bid sheet, entering your maximum bid on each lot using your price research and your desire to

When bidding by mail, you frequently purchase coins at less than your maximum bid. Here is how a mail bid

Although the Auctioneer may not withdraw any lot after a call for bids has been made with respect to that lot, the consignor of the property 
included in the lot may bid on and purchase the lot at the auction sale for his own account. The purchase of a lot by consignor's bid shall 
obligate such consignor to pay a fee to the auctioneer. 

2. The highest bidder acknowledged by the Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any dispute between bidders, the Auctioneer may at his 
sole discretion immediately put the lot up for sale again. The Auctioneer's decision shall be final and binding upon all bidders.

Smooth, deeply lustrous 
surfaces with blue and subtle rose 

highlights. 

Well struck and 
lustrous with superb fiery red coloration 
on the obverse and on the reverse. Except 
for a few very faint specks, this gorgeous 
Cent is really just about "as struck!"

11 NGC 1861 Cent MS64. Rich original golden 
color covers the choice surfaces. 

12 NGC 1861 Cent MS65. Extremely well struck 
and lustrous with light reddish overtones 
on the obverse; the reverse is an even 
golden shade. Both sides are free of 
spotting or marks. A scarce and underrated 
date in this grade. 

13 NGC 1863 Cent MS 63; 1883 Shield Nickel MS 

63; 1929-D Nickel MS 64; and an 1888 Dollar 

MS 64. (Total : 4 coins) 

14 NGC 1864 Copper Nickel Cent MS64. A few 
small spots remove this coin from a higher 
grade.

Dollar PR65. (Total: 5 coins) 

19 PCGS 1863 Cent PR64. Reflective and nicely 
toned with no spotting. An undervalued 
issue in this grade. 

20 PCGS 1871 Cent PR64 Red. Full, unmellowed 
color. There is one faint obverse 
fingerprint. Scarce and undervalued in this 
grade as are most Indian Head Cent Proofs 
from this era. 

21 PCGS 1884 Cent PR64 Red and Brown. Almost 
fully red. 
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22 PCGS 1900 Cent PR67 Red. A simply awesome 
coin with lime-green overtones atop fiery 
red color. The surfaces are very reflective 
and are entirely free of spots or marks. 
From an aesthetic standpoint, this is one 
of the prettiest Proof Indian Cents we have 
ever seen. As of March, 1990, this is one 
of just two examples of this date graded 
Proof-67 Red; for the entire series, PCGS 
has graded only 23 pieces as well as a 
Proof-69.

Slightly 
mellowed coloration with some deeper red 
and bright gold overtones forming on the 
lustrous surfaces.

One 
of 12 graded by PCGS as of March, 1990 with 
none higher. 

Full, blazing red 
and "as struck." One of only six graded 
this high by PCGS as of March, 1990 with 
none graded higher.

Choice and 
pleasing for the grade. 

162 PCGS 1879 Quarter PR62. Untoned, reflective 
and quite attractive for the grade.

163 Hallmark 1893 Quarter MS64. A creamy white 
specimen, fully defined and exhibiting 
thick, satiny mint luster.

As of March, 1990, this is one 
of 9 graded Proof-67 by PCGS with none 
graded higher.

Deep grey color with 
steel overtones on the reverse. As on most 


examples of this variety, the stars above 
and to the right of the eagle's head are 
very weakly impressed; this should not be 
confused with wear. 

285 NGC 1798 Heraldic Eagle Dollar XF45. 
Bolender-3. Rarity-4. Lustrous and 

wel1-detai1ed with some orange-gold toning 
in the protected areas. We note a small 
Mint-made planchet crack above the sixth 
and seventh stars plus a small dig near the 
thirteenth star. 

286 ANACS 1798 Heraldic Eagle Dollar AU55. 

Bolender-27. Rarity-2. Very lightly worn 
and quite lustrous with appealing 
silvery-grey color. The strike is quite 
bold while the planchet is broad. The 
surfaces show very few abrasions; some 
light Mint-made adjustment marks can be 
seen on the reverse.A reverse toning streak 
serves as identification of this choice and 
very pleasing Early Dollar. 

287 NGC 1799 Dollar XF40. Bolender-10. 

Rarity-2. Light golden-grey surfaces show 
some luster in the protected areas. A 
pleasing coin for the grade and a very nice 
piece for the medium-budget type collector. 


LIBERTY SEATED DOLLARS 

288 ANACS 1846-0 EF 45 Original and problem 
free. This is the only mintmarked issue of 
this type to be struck in the 1840's. 

289 NGC 1860-0 Dollar MS61. Untoned and frosty. 
As usual on examples of this date, the 
surfaces show a number of bagmarks. 

290 NGC 1860-0 Dollar MS63. Well struck with 
pleasing golden coloration over surfaces 
which show relatively few marks for an 
example of this date. While examples of 
this date which grade from MS-60 to MS-62 
can be easily located, examples which grade 
MS-63 are scarce. This is an important No 
Motto type coin. 

291 ANACS 1870 Dollar MS60. Untoned and frosty. 
A bit weakly struck on the stars and the 
eagle's right wings but this is compensated 
for by clean surfaces for the grade. This 
date is scarce in all Mint State grades. 

292 PCGS 1859 Dollar PR62. Full reflective 
qualities beneath milky steel-grey, 
golden-orange and rose overtones. Some 
moderate hairlines are noticed in the 
fields, par for the course on this early 
Proof Dollar, one of 800 pieces struck. 

293 PCGS 1873 Dollar PR64. An exceptional 
two-toned specimen, mostly brilliant with 
intense contrast between fields and 
devices. The glittering fields are nearly 
hairline-free and only minor stacking 
friction can be seen on Miss Liberty's leg. 
Out of 600 Proofs minted, we doubt if more 
than ten percent survive with this kind of 
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f 1 ash and appeal .

296 PCGS 1878 8TF Dollar MS64 . A glittering, 
semi-ref 1ective specimen, lightly toned 
along the obverse rim. 

Untoned and 
frosty. Like all of the 1878 Philadelphia 
Morgan varieties, this is a tough issue to 
locate in Mint State-65.

The surfaces are frosty and show 
rich orange-gold coloration.

Eagle MS64. Clean and lustrous with even 
light orange-gold coloration noted on both 
the obverse and on the reverse. 

486 NGC 1915-S Panama-Pacific Set. A superb 
original set, as follows. Half Dollar, 

MIS-65. Pleasing deep multi-hued colors can 
be seen on the obverse and the reverse. 

Gold Dollar, MIS-65. A high-end frosty gem 
which is distinguished by a small coppery 
spot on the laborer's cheek. Quarter Eagle, 
MIS-65. Clean and frosty with an outstanding 
appearance. $50 Round, MS-64. Very frosty 
with a superb, original appearance. We note 
one fine scratch on the obverse and an area 
of toning on the reverse. $50 Octagonal, 
MIS-64. Removed from the gem level solely by 
the presence of a thin scratch on the 
reverse. An uncommonly nice example which 
rates as one of the nicest we have seen in 
some time. This set is accompanied by an 
original copper frame. To the best of our 
knowledge, this is the finest Pan-Pac set 
currently available. (Total: 5 coins) 

487 PCGS 1916 McKinley MS65. A pristine, 
original coin, satiny in texture with 
lovely green-gold accents about the 
peripheries. 
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488 PCGS 1916 McKinley MS65. Clean and lustrous 
with attractive color on both the obverse 
and on the reverse. An undervalued issue in 
this grade. 

489 PCGS 1917 McKinley MS65. Both the obverse 
and the reverse are fully Prooflike and the 
strike is very bold. This must have been 
among the first coins struck. A very 
pleasing example of this scarce and 
undervalued issue.

Scattered 
russet specks, caused from impurities in 
the metal.

ONE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

495 PCGS 1849-D Gold Dollar AU50. Attractive 
deep original color covers clean but 
slightly lackluster surfaces. A typical 
strike for the issue but with more than 
enough detail to justify the grade. Always 
popular as the first Dahlonega Gold Dollar. 

496 NGC 1851 Gold Dollar AU 58. 

497 PCGS 1851 Gold Dollar MS66. While we have 
seen some really attractive examples of 
this date, this piece, with its deep 
orange-gold color, has unimprovable eye 
appeal. In addition, the surfaces are very 
frosty and nearly free of marks. If you 
have been searching for a truly first-rate 
Type One Gold Dollar, look no further than 
this wonderous gem! 

498 NGC 1852-0 Gold Dollar MS 64. An incredible 
example of this elusive "0" mint date. The 
satiny surfaces are totally original and 
display needle sharp, frosty devices which 
defy what is normally seen on the 
occasionally offered specimen. Akers 
considered the '52-0 to be "substantially 
undervalued" in his work on United States 
Gold Coins, and based on current population 
records, we concur with his findings. 

499 PCGS 1853 Gold Dollar MS64. Well struck and 
frosty with nice color. Kept from a higher 
grade solely on account of some very small 
marks on the obverse. This would make an 
excellent type coin for a high grade gold 
type set. 

500 PCGS 1854-S Gold Dollar AU58 . Fully 


lustrous and showing above-average detail 
for the issue. The surfaces show only 
slight wear; some marks can be seen in the 
obverse fields. This issue is very rare in 
Mint State and this particular coin is 
probably among the twelve finest known 
1854-S Gold Dollars. 

501 PCGS 1854 Type 2 Gold Dollar MS63. Quite 
well struck from noticably clashed dies; 
the date and DOLLAR are full. The surfaces 
are clean and frosty with lovely 
orange-gold coloration noted. This is a 
very high end example for the grade with as 
much eye appeal as examples which we have 
seen graded MS-64 by the various major 
grading services. 

502 PCGS 1873 Open 3 Gold Dollar MS62. 

503 PCGS 1873 Open 3 Gold Dollar MS66. A simply 
magnificent little coin with thick swirls 
of luster and unimaginably rich 
orange-gold, pale rose and green-gold 
coloration.

A very choice 
and outstanding Proof Gold Dollar with rich 
color and no hairlines noted. The obverse 
is of gem quality; the reverse shows two 
tiny Mint-made marks and these are all 
which keeps this piece from a "65" grade. 


EARLY QUARTER EAGLES 

508 PCGS 1802/1 Quarter Eagle XF40. Extremely 
pleasing for the grade with very even wear 
and nice balance between the obverse and 
the reverse. Both sides show pleasing 
original color and lack any serious 
abrasions; some typical adjustment marks 
may be seen on the obverse. Only 3035 
pieces were originally struck and locating 
problem-free examples such as this is very 
difficult. 
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509 PCGS 1805 Quarter Eagle XF45. Very lustrous 
and well struck with lovely orange-gold and 
pale coppery coloration covering decent 
surfaces. Other than a small reverse 
scratch between the N and the I in UNITED, 
there is nothing detracting to describe. In 
our opinion, this piece should probably 
have graded AU-50 as it shows very little 
wear and has all of the attributes 
described above. One of just 1781 pieces 
struck and a rare coin in any grade. 

510 PCGS 1807 Quarter Eagle VF35. Really a full 
EF coin in terms of luster and amount of 
wear but downgraded on account of a few 
pinprick marks on the obverse and some 
light roughness on the cheek of Liberty. An 
affordable example of this very rare--and 
vastly undervalued--type. 

511 PCGS 1807 Quarter Eagle XF45. Well struck 
for the date with the centers showing good 
detail; struck in rich yellow gold with 
nearly full luster. Other than two fine 
scratches on the obverse, the surfaces are 
very clean. Like the 1805 above, this coin 
is definately very conservatively graded 
and appears, at least to us, to be a full 
"AU." This is the most "common" date of 
this type (with a "huge" mintage of 6812) 
and, thus, it would make a wonderful type 
coin. It has been a long time since we were 
able to offer such a nice run of Capped 
Bust Right Quarter Eagles at auction. 

512 NGC 1829 Quarter Eagle MS62 . Fully 
Prooflike and identical in appearance to 
the few examples of this date which we have 
seen offered for sale as verified Proofs. 
The surfaces show a few small nicks which 
are accentuated by the reflectiveness of 
the surfaces. A very attractive and 
interesting coin which should be carefully 
studied by the advanced numismatist. 

513 ANACS 1830 Quarter Eagle VG8 . Well worn but 
problem-free. All of LIBERTY is visible and 
the obverse shows the detail of a Fine 
coin. The 1830 Quarter Eagle is a rare coin 
in any grade. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES

for the grade with clean, frosty surfaces 
overlaid with light rose and orange-gold 
color.

The surfaces are 
quite frosty and show no abrasions which 
enter deep into the Proof like planchet or 
which could be termed as detracting. The 
reverse is choice.

A pleasing example of a date which 
is very underrated in Mint State and which 


is nearly impossible to find in grades 
above "62."

wel1-detai1ed, pleasing original coin with 
a touch of orange-gold toning over frosty 
surfaces. For the grade, this piece is very 
clean with no serious marks noted. The 
surfaces are free of adjustment marks while 
the rims lack any bumps or bruises. 
Collectors who have been seeking a Mint 
State example of this popular type should 
take advantage of the current favorable 
market conditions for Early Gold. 

547 PCGS 1836 MS60. Classic Head Half Eagles 
have proven to be very elusive in all Mint 
State grades. As of March, 1990, PCGS had 
graded just 75 with 50 of these grading 
between MS-60 and MS-62.

Large Arrows, Small 5. Very well s truck 
and frosty with exquisite rich yellow-gold 
coloration. The surfaces show some 
scattered marks but none of these are very 
deep and most are wel1 compensated-for by 
the splendid coloration. The 1838 Half 
Eagle is a very rare coin in Mint State 
with a total population of probably no more 
than a dozen or so coins. As of March,
